BISMAROK. 


His New Book—His Powers as 
A Descriptive Writer. 


From the Correspondence New York Post.) 


FRANK FORT-ON-THE-MAIN, GERWANY, 
February 27, 1869. 


The first of the “book of Count 
Bismarck’ has found a very hearty wel- 
come in Germany, and has cast a pleas- 
ant halo around the youthful years of 
the stern premier. The work is timely, 
and ought to allay, especially in the sub- 
jected cities and provinces, some of the 
irritation caused by Bismarck’s late 
speeches on confiscation and similar 
themes, for it reveals traits in his char- 
acter of which few were aware. The 
German press seized upon the letters 
written by Bismarck to his sister, wife 
and friends in his youthful years as real 
treasures, and perceived in them a sharp, 
fresh, observing talent,-and a spirited, 
humorous power of description. The 
second part, we are told, will present far 
richer stores of this kind, and will at 
once stamp Bismarck as an author of 
rare talents, a poet in comtemplate de-

Fhe railroad employees 
have several times shown me pieces of it, 
and it certainly has a silvery ap- 
pearance. Tle vein is now being opened 
partially in one of the railroad cuts, on 
the grade east of the river. If it proves 
to be as good as it opens, it will bea 
big thing for Preston county.

restrain us from proceeding wih our 
works. This was refused by the Uaan- 
celior, for the reason that the Memphis 
Gas Light Compasy had no exclusive 
privilege. Subsequentiy Thompson 
Dean, a large stockbolder in the old 
compaby, applied to the United States 
'Circnit Court, before Judge Trigg, who 
granted the injunction restraining us 
from farther proceedings with our works, 

From this decision we appealed the 
case to the United States Supreme Court 
at Washington. At the time of the 
stoppage of our works we had laid nearly 
four miles of gaa mains, the works in 
Fort Pickering were in Bu advanced 
state, all of the iron nearly ready fo: 
shipment, and at the rapid rate we were 
progressing there can be no doubt but the 
works would have been compicted in De- 
ceuber 1867. I have attended to the 
vase Closely in Washington with the 
view of a spacdy adjusiment of the legal 
controverey, feeling confidence in the 
justness of our case. I suggested to Col. 
D. C, McRae early in 1868 our willing- 
ness to submit our brief and written ar- 
guments to the Court, which the C uct 
consented to take up immediately, Lut 
Col. McRze declined to accept the terms 
proposed. Ihave again tried to get up 
the case, but all advances made were roe- 
fused. The only inference to be deducted 
from their reluctance to bring on the 
Case must be want of confidence in its 
merite, and to procrastinate and prolong 
the hearing of the case with the bope 
of breaking up the Gayoso Gas Com- 
pany. On the Sth inst., I received a tele- 
gram from my counsel that the case was 
being trie’, advising me by letter to pro- 
ceed with the construction of the work, 
as there was notashadow of doubt but 
the injunction weuld be diasoived. I pre- 
ferred, however, writing for @ final de- 
cision. I was puch eurprised afew days 
ago in receiving a letter from my coun- 
sel, stating that Messrs, McKie & Hums:s, 
counsel for the old company, bad made 
& personal appeal to the sympathies of 
the Court on last Monday and sucdeeded 
in getting postponement of the case 
until October next, by an increase of 
their bond to $150,000. I must confess 
this certainly was a disappointment to 
me, and, no doubt, to you and many 
others interested. However, we must be 
patient and bear witb it for a few months 
longer. We are coneoled in the feeling 
that, in the end, we will certainly gain 
our case. Then ail the delays and wrongs 
we have sustained wili have to be paid 
for by those and their bondsmen who 
have perpetrated this foul wrong upon 
us. Permit me, in conclasion, to say I 
have the most unbounded confiderce in 
gaining our case, and essure you that I 
shall continue in the future, as in the 
past, to watch your interests closely in 


this moat important matter.

Haunts of Crime in London. 


The following extraordinary state- 
ment is made by a writer in the London 
Times : | 

{ had heard much of thieves’ houses ; 
and was anxious to see what they were. 
and what power the police had over 
them. I therefore applied to Scotland 
yard for permission for myself and 
friend to visit these places with the 
An inspector of cheap lodging 

houses, an inspector of police, and one 
of the cleverest sergeants of detectives 
were placed at our disposal to escort us. 
Our examination occupied us three 
nights-and part of one. day. When we 
started I thought I knew London per- 
fectly both by day and night. Now I 
see that [ knew as little of it as I do now 
of Bokhara or Samareand. | 
We went through penny theatres, 
music~ halls, casual wards, refuges, 
thieves’ haunts, low beer-houses, leaving- 
shops, and cheap-lodging houses. The 
ereat haunts of crime are the low beer- 
ouses, low loedging-houses, and the 
leaving-shops,and over these the police,as 
police, have no control. The penny the- 
aters the music-halls,or even the infamous 
neighborhoods of Viger bay and Blue- 
gate-fields are very minor nuisances as 
compared with these. Let us take the 
beer-shops first. Uver these the police 
have no power in any way. Over the 
beer license the Excise only has power, 
and as long asa man is willing to pay 
for it he gets it, no matter what his char- 
acter. Thus it follows that the beer- 
shop-keepers are recruited from publi- 
cans who have been considered not fit to 
hold a spirit license. The man _ loses 
his spirit license for miseonduct. He 
turns his public-house into a beer-shop, 
and his wife opens a green grocer’s next 
door. On Sunday morning all customers 
_whe-come ostensibly for cabbages can 
also get their beer, and the well known 
habitues can, during all church time, go 
into the back room behind the shop and 
get their gin and rum, too. Of course, 
beginners are now and then found out 
and punished, but these victims don’t 
form one per cent of the community, 
which thrives and grow rick. The 
supervision of these is quite within the 
capacity of the police, but the law, as it 
stands at present, has put them beyond 
their reach. ‘Take a high-class one, for 


 imatance. It is brightly lighted, clean, 


and comfortable. The landlord and 
landlady are behind the little bar. Both 
are known to be convicted thieves, 
lucrative receivers and expert disposers 
of stolen goods. Under a magisterial 
system these people could not hold 
ir license for a a The parlor is a 
very wide, well furnished coffee-room, 
the walls amply garnished with glaring 
pictures, and at the tables some eight or 
nine well-dressed men are sitting over 
their cigars and beer. These were the 
elite of the swell mob. There was noth- 
ing to distinguish them from the or- 
dinary frequenters of Pall-Mall or St. 
James’ street, yet there was not one who 
had not been convicted of robberies 
from the person over and over again. 
Our entry seemed to throw a general 
damp upon the company. There was an 
utter silence, and then, at intervals of a 
few seconds, one after another went out 
to get a cigar or a glass of old and bitter, 
all of which they must have found it 
particularly difficult to find, as none of 
them came back, and our sargeant 
laughed atthe idea that. his coming 
would be likely to keep the house quiet 
and scatter its customers for a day or 
two. The landlord, who had evidently 


arrived at the same conclusion, was not 


in 80 jocose a mood, and scewled at us 
fiercely as we passed out. This was a 
first-class thicves’ beershop. The low 
beerhouse for the worst class of thieves 
is generally in an ill-favored ‘slum,’ ill- 
looking and worse smelling, with a group 
of tawdry women choking up its narrow 
entrance, and half-naked children play- 
ing about barefooted on the slimy flag- 
stones, hiding amid the dyst-heaps, from 
among which they only sally out whem 
the older inhabitants have come forth to 
Jook upon the phenomenon of a respect- 
ably dressed stranger venturing into 
their district. At the upper end of the 
court is a broad dim light, to which our 
“party made their way and passed 
through a low bar into a small tap-room. 
Quick as we were, we were not quick 


enough to prevent the large party secret- 


ing the cards with which they were 


practising. Most of them were occupied 


in attaining perfection in the three-card 
trick or in ringing the endless variations 
on the cards, with a view to future profit. 
An ill-looking bull-dog came towards us 
as we entered, but was at once ealled off 
by its master, andthen we sat down in 
our corner amid a dead silence, broken 
only by a few muttered words of slan 
or an oecasional spitting on the table to 
efface the chalk marks by which they 
had been practising some gambling 

. We found ourself in a curious 
place and in curious society. The room 
was low, ill-smelling, and very full of 


the lowest description of broken-down 


fighting men, card and skittle sharpers, 
and thimble riggers. As with the swell 
thieves beer-house so with this infamous 
haunt, as soon as our party came in, its 
regular occupants instantly and silently 
departed, with the difference that while 
the first named affected gentility in their 
departure and wished ‘ good night,’ the 
latter did not conceal their fear, but 
slunk away. Yet both classes equally 
criminal, both were known as having 
lived by crime only ; and as certain only 
to live by crime while they were at large. 


Yet to neither one class or the other | 


could the detectives say a single word, 
for there was no specific charge against 
them, and they went out as usual to 


— 


prey upon society at large, whether rich 
or poor, 

..it the houses of this kind we visited 
were alike the recognized and acknowl- 
dged headquarters of thieves of this 
listrict. Occasionally the detective find 
a strange face, but generally he is a 
thief who has made his own district too 
10t for his safety. The new comer is 
ilways sheltered and fed by his col- 
leagues in crime, or, if his offence is 
well known, is sent away to the country. 
Among the worst class of beerhouses are 
those which combine beer-selling with 
ome other trade. These are always 
able to elude the vigilance of the police, 
ad in these the regular receivers of 
stolen goods wait for the boy theives, 
‘rom whom they will purchase anything 
—a single shoe, a pewter pot, a wag- 
goner’s whip, a horse's nose-bag, a piece 
ot bacon, a brace of pheasants, a watch 
or handkerchief—everything, in fact, on 
which these insatiable young vagabonds 
‘an lay their hands. The amount they 
receive for each article is almost nominal, 
orobably not more than a tenth of its 
value, so that a young thief has to pilfer 
to the value of some 30s. before he gets 
3s. or 4s. to pay for his dinner, his place 
in the gallery of 2 cheap theater, and 
his supper and bed at a cheap lodging- 
aouse. These receivers, it is almost 
mpossible to get hold of, for the boys 
will not tell them—they dare not—and 
the receivers don’t tell of themselves. 
With these receivers, worse than any 
thieves, the very fountain head and 
-ource of more than half the crime inv 
London, the police are almost power- 
less todeal. They have no authority to 
search a beer-house without a search 
warrant, and long before a search 
warrant is obtained the stolen goods are 
removed or destroyed. 

Another crying evil, and one equally 
out’ of the erdinary power of the force 
to deal with, are the leaving-shops. 
These abound in- the northeast and 
southern districts of London. They are 
mostly chandlers’ shops; where any one 
who is not respectable can leave any- 
thing he ean lay his hands on and get 
an advance of money, varying from a 
pound to a penny,and no questions asked. 
The facilities which these shops afford 
for the disposal of stolen goods arc al- 
most incalculable. . The pledges are 
kept for a month, and interest is charged 
on advances at the rate of a penny for 
every sixpence, whether redeemed the 
same day or at the end of four weeks.
